THIS MELAHMEY BM.I-. 


An Act to regulate the charges for 
arrying, hauling and storing of prop- 
rty by inter-State railroads within the 
State of Nevada, and prescribing penal- 
ies for the violation of its provisions: 
The people oi the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 


persons, persons, company or corpora- 
ion organized or doing business in this 
State, and engaged, either alone or as- 
sociated with others, in carrying or 
transporting property by railroad, whose 
railroads run continuously from any 
boundary of the State of Nevada, to any 
other boundary of said State, within 
this State, to carry or transport such 
property beyond the place of its final 
destination within this State, or to carry 
any such property in any direction 
than its final destination, or any greater 
distance than is actually necessary to 
enable such person, persons, or corpor- 
ation to deliver snob property at its des- 
tination. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 


any such person, persons, company or 
corporation to charge, demand, oolleo 
or receive a greater compensation for 
carrying or transporting property from 
any point upon the line of such rail- 
road within this State to any other 
point upon the line to such railroac 
within this State tkan is charged b; 
such carriers for carrying or transport- 
ing goods or property of like character 
from the same point of shipment over a 
greater distance of the same road. Anc 
it shall be unlawful for sueh carrier t 
charge, receive, collect or demand i 
greater compensation for carrying o 
transporting property received by it a 
any point within"this State to be trans 
ported or carried to any other point in 
this State than is charged or collected bj 
such carrier or carriers for transportinj 
similar property for the same destina 
tion over a greater distance of the sami 
in this State; provided, however, that in 
no case shall the compensation 
si 


charged exceed the sum of six cents pe 
ton, 'of two thousand pounds, per mil 
for each mile such property may b 
actually carried within this State. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful fo 


any such psrson or persons, compan 
or corporation, directly or indirectly, ti 
charge to or receive from any person 
persons or corporation, any greater o 
less rate or amount of freight, corn pen 
sation or reward, than is charged to o 
received from, any other person, pei 
sons or corporation, for like services i 
the carrying, receiving, delivering, stor 
iug or handling of property so as afore 
sa:d carried or to be carried over sue! 
railroad; and all persons, companies o 
corporations engaged as aforesaid, sha 
furnish, without discrimination, 
th 


same facilities for the carrying, reoeiv 
ing, delivery, storage and hauling of a 
property of like character carried b 
him, them, or it, and shall perform wit 
equal expedition the same kind of ser 
vice connected with the transportatio 
thereof as aforesaid. * No break, stop 
page or interruption, nor any contract 
agreement or understanding shall b 
made to prevent the carriage of an 
property from being treated as one cor. 
tinuous carriage from the place of deal: 
nation, unless such stoppage, interrup 
tibu, contract, agreement or understand 
Ing be or was made in good faith fo 
some practical or necessary purpose, 
without any intent to avoid or interrupt 
such continuous carriage, or to evade 
any of the provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 


any person or persons, compauygor cor- 
poration engaged in the carrying or 
transporting of property, as provided in 
the first section of this Act, to charge or 
receive any greater compenstion per car 
loai of similar property for carrying, 
receiving, storing, forwarding or hauling 
the samo for a shorter than for a longer 
d.stance in one continuous carriage. 


Section 5. No individual, company or 


corporation mentioned in the first sec- 
tion of this Act, owning, operating or 
managing any railroad in this State, the 
termini of which are not in this State, 
shall charge a greater or higher rate for 
the transportation of passengers be- 
tween any points, places or localities^ 
within this State than four cents per 
mile for each passenger over the uge of 
twelve years, with ordinary baggage not 
exceeding one hundred pounds 
in 


weight; aud for each passenger of the 
age of twelve years or under, not ex- 
ceeding two,pents per mile, with baggage 
not exceeding fifty pounds in weight. 
Fractions of a mile may be reckoned as 
a full mile in computing fares and 
freights. 


Section G, It shall be unlawful for 


any individual, company or corporation 
operating or managing any such railroad 
within this State, to refuse to receive, 
carry tsnd deliver any lawful, proper and 
customary freight, or passengers, at any 
station, depot or side track now exist- 
ing or which may hereafter be estab- 
lished. 


Section 7. If any person, persons, 


company or corporation mentioned in 
the first section of this Act shall make 
any unjust discrimination in its rates or 
charges of toll or compensation for the 
transportation of passengers or freight 
of uny description, or for the use aud 
transportation of any railroad cur upo>i 
itH »aid 
road, it 
shall be deemed 


guilty of having violated the 
pro- 


visions 
of 
this 
Act, 
and 
if 


any 
such 
person, 
persons, 
com- 


pany or corporation shall charge, col- 
lect or receive from any person or per- 
sons for the transportation of any freight 
upon its railroad coming from without 
this State and intended to be delivered 
to any citizen or resident of this State, 
within this State, a higher or greater 
rate of toll or compensation than it shall 
at the same time charge, collect or re- 
ceive from any other person or persons 
for the transportation of a like quantity 
of freight of the sume class over the en- 
tire read in the same direction, shall 
also be deemed guilty of a violation of 
the provisions of this Act. 


Section 8. That each and every act, j 


matter or thing in this Act declared to . 
be unlawful, is hereby prohibited; and 


r persons, who may sustain damage 
hereby, all damages sustained, to be 
ooovered by the person or persons so 
.amaged, in any of the Courts of this 
State having jurisdiction, of the-sum so 
laimed, and all oases where damages 
are eo claimed; and any such person, 
lersons, company or corporation shall, 
or the violation of any of the provisions 
of ttis Act, forfeit aud pay a penalty of 
not less than one thousand and not 
more than five thousand dollars, to be 
recovered in the name of the State of 
Nevada in any Court of competent ju- 
risdiction; aud the judgment in ouch 
cases shall include all costs of the ac- 
:ion, including such compensation to the 
informer and to the District Attorney, 
not exceeding one hundred dollars each, 
as the Court in its discretion shall ad- 
judge to be proper. 


Section 9. All Acts and parts of Acts 


in conflict with this Act are hereby 
repealed.
